fl.O. 516(E). —In exercise of the powers conferred by 
sub-section (1) of section 29B of the Industrial (Develop¬ 
ment and Regulation) Act, 1951 (65 of 1951), the Central 
Government hereby makes the following further amend¬ 
ments in the notification of the Government of India in 
the late Ministry of Industrial Development (Department of 
Industrial Development) No. S. O. 99(E) |1DRA|29B|73|1, 
dated the 16th February, 1973, namely :— 

In the said notification, under item (3) for the existing 
second proviso, the following proviso shall be substituted, 

namely— 

“Provided further that no undertaking referred to in 
item (3) above, or an undertaking exempted under 
the provisions of this notification and registered or 
registerable with the Director General, Technical 
Development, the Textile Commissioner, Iron and 
Seel Controller, Jute Commissioner or the Coal 
Controller, as the case may be, shall be eligible 
for exemption under this notification if it is pro¬ 
posed to be located or if its proposal to affect sub¬ 
stantial expansion or [ 0 produce a new article is 
to locate— 


(i) within the Standard Urban Area Limit as Itater- 

mined in the Census of India, 1971 of a city 
having a population of more than ono million; 
or 

(ii) within the municipal limits of a city with a popu¬ 
lation of more than five lakhs, as determined in 
the said Census. 

Notwithstanding anything contained in this proviso the 
Central Government may grant exemption or relaxation from 
the requirement of this proviso, wholly or subject to such 
conditions a s deemed fit, to such of those undertakings 
where, in the opinion of the Central Government, such 
exemption or relaxation is found necessary, haring regard 
to the following matters :— 

(a) The present status of the industry vis-a-vis the 

industrial undertaking in question, 

(b) Sickness In the industrial units leading to un¬ 
employment, 

(c) Need for encouraging certain types of expansion 
and diversification of the indusrial undertakings in 
question without affecting the basic objectives of 
of Government Policy regarding location of indus¬ 
tries, and 

(d) Such other factors as the Central Government may 
consider relevant.”
